__  There  has  been  no  apparent  deterioration  in  the  general 
nealth  of  the  District  due  to  war  conditions  during  the  year.  It 
is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  this  in  the  fourth'year 
of  war  but  it  must  not  be  presumed  that  this  satisfactory  state 
will  continue  automatically- throughout  the  increasing  strain  and 
restrictions  of  war,  and  it  is  essential  that  the  Health  Services 
should  be  maintained  at  a high  level  of  efficiency. 

The  Health,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Departments  have 
managed  to  carry  out  effectively  their  routine  and  multitudinous 
additional  wartime  duties  and  all  members  of  the  staffs  have  worked 
at  full  pressure  to  cover  the  work.  Those  officers  with 
administrative  Civil  Defence  responsibilities  have  devoted  a 
considerable  amount  of  overtime  to  achieve  the  results  obtained. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease,  with  the 
exception  of  measles,  was  low.  The  increase  in  the  total  figures 
shown  in  the  Report  was  entirely  due  to  an  epidemic  of  measles  late 
in  the  year.  Measles  tends  to  recur  in  two-yearly  cycles  and  was 
to  oe  expected  again  in  the  winter  of  1942-45.  The  great  majority 
01  cases  occurred  in  children  as  is  usual  but  there  were  fourteen 
cases  amongst  the  w .R.N.S.  stationed  in  the  District.

Applicants  must 
produce  a medical  certificate  of  pregnancy  and  are  then  entitled  to 
an  allowance  of  60  clothing  coupons  for  baby  clothes. 

During  the  year  additional  clothing  coupons  have  been 
issued  to  212  persons. 
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
